SEPTLE ON PORTO RICO 


REPUBLICANS AGREE ON SENATE 
PLAN OF ACTION. 


Compromise Favored by McKinley to 
Be Pushed, the Islanders to Pay No 
Duty on Foodstuffs and Necessities 
~Civil Government at Once and the 
Tariff to Apply Only So Long as Neo- 
essary—Amounts te Victory for the 
Free Traders. 


Washington, PD. C., March 26.—[Special. ]— 
At last the Porto Rican question is settled. 
The compromise is agreed upon, and the 
Republicans are harmonious once more. All 
the conflicting interests have been adjusted. 

The legislation which will be agreed upon 
embraces 15 per cent duty on all goods sent 
from the United States to Porto Rico, ex- 
cept foodstuffs and the necessities of life, 
which are free of duty; articles sent from 


duty; the full Dingley rates in Porto Rico 
against countries other than the United 
States; the limitation of the duty to the 
time when the island needs the money; and, 
finally, a complete system of local govern- 
ment to go into effect at once. 

At the conference this afternoon, which 
lasted for several hours, a general basis of 
compromise was reached, which, while it is 
not binding upon any one, there having been 
no formal caucus, is almost certain to re- 
celve practically the whole of the Repub- 
lican strength. 

Practically speaking, the compromise is 
that suggested by the President. It takes the 
House bill as it finds it, with 15 per cent of 
the Dingley rate, and leaves that rate of duty 
intact on all articles imported into the 
United States from Porto Rico. This, of 
course, includes tobacco and sugar, but in 


Rico a preference of 85 cents over any other 
country. 


No Tax on Dinner Table. 
Foodstuffs, including corn, flour, meat, and 
.similar articles, will go from the United 
States into Porto Rico absolutely free of 
tax, and with them certain other articles, 
like agricultural articles, which are now 
on the free list established by the President 
under the military tariff. So far as tariff 
rates are concerned, the Porto Ricans, under 
the new law, will receive duty free pretty 
nearly everything they are in the habit of 
importing at all, and there will be no tax 
on their dinner table. 

The Porto Ricans now have to. meet the 
full Dingley rates on goods sent into the 
United States, but as soon as the new law 
goes into effect will have to pay only 15 
per cent of those rates, or practically a mere 
revenue duty. 

The life of the tariff is specifically made 
dependent on the needs of the island, and 
the local government is given authority to 
certify to Washington the existence of 
enough revenues from local sources, when 
the President has authority to abolish the 
tariff entirely. 

Not only is the tariff reduced to minimum 
and abolished on the necessities of Hte, but 
the island is to be given self-government at 
once. The compromise upon at the 
conference proposes to join the tariff bill, 
amended as indicated, the complete govern- 
ment scheme submitted by Sénd@tor Meraker.

Victory for the Objectors. 
This happy solution of the difficulty, which 
materially modifies the House bill in the 


‘general direction of free trade and grants 


local government to the Porto Ricans at 
the start, has not yet been formally ac- 
cepted by the objecting Republicans. There 
is every reason to believe, however, they will 
accept the compromise. They wanted free 
trade and would have stood out for that if 
the issue had been kept distinct, but as 
they secure for the island an extremely low 
duty with free trade in foodstuffs, and at 
the samé time add to it local government, 


they had merely secured free trade and 
likely left the military government to stand 
until next winter. 


As to the House. 
There is some prospect of a row in the 
House, not over the tariff question, for on 
that the members have already been so 
badly frightened they would vote for any 
step for free trade, but on the civil govern- 
ment question. Several of the statesmen 
of the House have formulated a Territorial 
system which they wish to apply to the 
island, and they will not relish having the 
Foraker bill crammed down their throats 
through the medium of a conference report. 

The House made such a mess of the orig- 
inal tariff, however, that neither the Presi- 
dent nor the leaders in the Senate are in- 


formulation of such important legislation. 
Besides that Senator Foraker is a quantity 
to be taken into consideration. There was 
every reason to believe a scheme wae on 
foot to beat his governmental bill by cer- 
tain’ persons and corporations who have 
not forgotten the fact that he was responst- 
ble for the law forbidding the granting of 
franchises in Cuba. These interests, it was 
said, had been combined to beat the For- 
aker bill, chiefly as an affront to the Sena- 
tor himself. His friends were fully aware 
of this fact, and hence they have insisted 
on giving civil government to the Porto 


| Ricans as a sort of compensation for the 
revenue tariff. The Foraker bill was a 


well digested one, and it will, of course, be 
amended in important particulars. 


McKinley Favors Plan. 

The President favors the compromise 
agreed upon today in every particular, and 
for this reason it is fair to assume the 
House leaders will see to it that the com- 
promise goes through without a hitch. It 
has even been suggested that the President 
would do well to send a message to Congress 
indicating his acceptance of the compromise, 
but he is not likely to do anything of the 
kind, as direct interference by the Executive 
with pending legislation, especially where 
it involves a difference between the two 
Houses, is not generally considered proper. 

There is likely to be a périod of debate in 
the Senate, followed by the passage of the 
compromise bill, then a flurry in the House, 
kept well in hand by the leaders, followed 
by a conference committee, a short period of 
ostensible quarrel, and finally the passage 
of the composite tariff and governmental bill 
substantially as it will be when Senator For- 
aker gets through with the work of re- 
modeling the measure, which will be to- 
morrow or next day.

Cannot Aid ory of the 
Crime. 


As Vito Paoletto sat In the Maxwell Street 
Station last night confessing to the murder 
of Frank Antonio Giavito, he suddenly was 
stricken dumb. His flow of excited worde 
was checked so suddenly that the police 
thought he was shamming, but the man’s 
frantic efforts to speak, and the terror in 
his face, convinced them of his strange affilc- 
tion. The notes on the half-told confession 
of how the prisoner had slain his partner 
and benefactor were laid aside and Paoletto 
was taken to the County Hospital. There 
he was examined by. physicians, who de- 
clared his dumbness was real. 

The crime which was thus half confessed 
was committed at 7 o'clock in the evening 
and was the result of a quarrel regarding 
the saloon which Giavito and Paoletto con- 
ducted jointly at 107 Ewing street. Giavito 
held the larger interest and was the real 
proprietor; and he had come to suspect his 
partner of dishonesty. He bluntly told his 
partner he was a thief, and his frankness 
resulted in his death. 

The quarrel took place at noon. Paoletto 
left the saloon vowing vengeance for the 
charge which Glavito had made. When he 
reappeared in the evening he walked to the 
bar and asked for a glass of beer. His part- 
ner thought that he had forgotten the trou- 
ble at the noon hour and turned to reach for 
a glass. As he did so Paoletto fired five bul- 
lets, two taking effect in the neck and three 
in the upper part of the back. With a groan 
Giavito fell to the floor. Before M. Rosi, 
who was a witness of the crime, could reach 
his side he was dead. 


Murd Is Stricken Dumb. 
Paoletto is a cripple. He hurried 
from the room, leaving his crutch 
standing by | the door. Crawling and 


jumping he reached the heuse of Frank 
Imposi, 96 Ewing street, where he told 
what he had done. He then went to 
Intora’s house and was arrested as he was 
leaving there, by Policemen Murtaugh, Long, 
and McDonald of the Maxwell Street Sta- 
tion. At the station he admitted, through 
an interpreter, that he had done the shoot- 
ing, and gave as a reason that his partner 
had charged him with stealing money be- 
longing to the firm. While he was talking 
he suddenly stopped. It was thought at 
first to be some trick, but it was evident 
to the police that, he was making efforts 
that were in vain. 
Taken to County Hospital. 

Paoletto was taken under a guard to the 
County Hospital There Dr. Dakin madea 
thorough examination of the man and was 
convinced that he was notshamming. What 
caused the sudden affliction, however, he 
could not explain. | 
that it was the act of divine vengeance. 

Early this morning Paeletto was taken 
back to the Maxwell Street Station still 
silent. He was locked in a cell and a close 
watch kept over him for fear he should at- 
tempt to kill himself. Physicians will ex- 
amine the manthis morning. Such a sudden 
failing of speech, ‘they * was remark- 
able. 

In the Italfan district, Shak the murder 
was the cause of much excitement, the an- 
nouncement that Paoletto had been stricken 
dumb added to the excitement, the more su- 
perstitious members of the colony asserting 

Paoletto, who is not married, lived with 
the Giavito family in the rear of the sa- 
loon. Mrs. Glavito, with the children, was 
arranging the furniture in the rooms of the 
new home when she heard the ver 
shots. She rushed into the front Of the 
building just as Paoletto fled through the 
front door. When the ambulance arrived 
to take the bady to the morgue the police 
found her and the children lying over the 
body, crying. She bitterly denounced Pao- 
letto, who, she said, had been cared for as 
a boy by her husband, and to whom he 
owed his present position. 

Paoletto, who is 22 years old, and Glavito, 
who was 43, were friends in Italy. Giavito 
paid. Paoletto’s passage to Chicago. They 
had been in partnership for three years. 
Yesterday the saloon was moved from 102 
Ewing street to the place where the shoot- 
ing occurred. | 

Glavito's body was taken to the county 
morgue. He left a widow and two children. 


THE REV. W. J. FROST RESIGNS. 


Harvey Congregational Pastor Is Com- 
pelled by the Prudential Commit- 
tee to Leave His Charge. 


The Rev. Willard 2 Frost. for two years 
pastor of the Harvey Congregational Church, 
has been compelled to resign because of 
charges made by the Prudential committee 
of the church. He confessed and was asked 
to give up the pastorate. He complied with 
the request and declared last evening that 
he would leave Harvey within a few days. 

The residents of Harvey, especially the 
members of the church, were throwh into a 
tumult when they learned that charges had 
been preferred against the pastor and that 
he had made no effort to defend himself. 
The congregation numbers among its mem- 
bers many of the wealthiest residents of the 
suburb. 

Mr. Frost is a graduate of Oberlin and 
has been in the ministry over ten years. 
He came to Harvey from Cleveland, O., 
with high recommendations, and has been 
attending the Chicago University, doing 
post-graduate work. He came mInto promi- 
nence soon after he entered on his duties 
at Harvey by the stand he took against 
saloons and other forms of vice which he 
declared were prevalent in the town. He 
has been active during the last year in 
raising money for a new church building, 
and it was expected that the new edifice 
would be started within a few months. 

Mr. Frost is 35 years old and has a wife | 
and two children. He said last night that 
he would go to Obertin, where he has friends, 
with his family.

URGED BY HARLAN 


Meeting Held at Central 
Music Hall Primarily in 
Interest of Fitch’s 
Candidacy. 


FEARS VOTERS’ APATHY. 


Declares It Foolish to Attempt 
Governing Filipinos if Local 
Affairs Are Not Well 

Managed.

John Maynard Harlan took a flyer im 
municipal politics last night, and stirred an 
audience in Central Music Hall, which rep- 
resented the independent voter in the strict- 
est sense. Mr. Harlan gave a warning with 
a series of straight-from-the-shoulder blows 
aimed at the indifference of the citizens of 


‘| Chicago toward the coming Aldermanie 


election. With all the force and eloquence 
at his command he urged the retention in 
the City Council of the men who had been 
found honest and capable, regardless of their 
politics. 

It was Mr. Harlan’s first venture back inte 
the arena in which he had appeared so con- 
spicuously until two years ago. He was 
constrained to recall the fact that he had 
retired from politics at the expiration of his 
term in the City Council for purely per- 
sonal reasons, and to explain that his re- 
appearance on a campaign platform was due 
to the solicitation of his warm friend, Alder- 
man Fitch of the Third Ward, in whose in- 
terest the meeting primarily was held, « 


Wants General Interest in Politics. 
Mr. Harlan announced at the outset that 
he would utilize the meeting for the purpose 
of awakening a general interest in munic- 
ipal politics, more than in the expectation 
of advancing the candidacy of his friend, 
Al@erman Fitch. In carrying out this declar- 
ation he reviewed the qualifications of many 
of the Aldermanic candidates, beginning. 
with Bath House Coughlin of the First 
Ward, and paying special attention to such 
candidates as Blind Billx Kent, Charles 
Martin, and Major Sampson. Enthusi- 
astic applause punctuated his remarks. He 
surprised some of the Republicans, while 
speaking of the necessity for intelligent 
self-government, by referring to the na- 
— problems which are agitating Con- 
by giving them a local applica- 


criticism of the national legis- 
— received with vociferous up- 
a. Coles reseiite the Speaker. 
| George E. “fPsided as chairman of the 
meeting, the tem rary chairman being D. 
A. Mouiton. The hall was fairly well filled, 
all of the chairs on the lower floor and the 
first Balcony being occupied. Mr. Cole pre- 
sented Mr. Harlan with a few eulogistic 
words, referring to him as a mightly talker 
before the Lord.“ , 

I have lived in Chicago for twelve years, 
said Mr. Harlan, but I am unable to recall 
a time when there was such apathy con- 
cerning the Aldermanic election. We are 
in a Presidential year, and there are great 
national issues at stake. Oyr minds are on 


the Filipinos and the Porto Ricans. We 


are wondering what our Congressmen are 
doing. At present the Republicans are 
floundering about in a rather alarming fash- 
ion, but we hope to heaven they will finally 
light on their feet all right. 

“I would advise our Congressmen to ad- 
journ for one week and go home. After 
they are home let them mingle with their 
constituents and learn what the American 
people want.. They will understand them 
that the newspapers have not been mis- 
representing public sentiment and will be 
able to return to Washington and handle 
the Filipino question and the Porto Rican 
question intelligently.” 

It was the prominence given to the na- 
tional questions in the newspapers and the 
interest taken in the Boer war, Mr. Harlan 
said, that had diverted the attention of the 
people from their own local affairs of gov- 
ernment. They had been dealing with for- 
eign instead of home missions and were 
more concerned with the problem of gov- 
erning the Filipinos than they were with 
the government of themselves. 

“We can’t govern the Filipinos if we are 
unable to govern ourselves,” said Mr. Har- 
lan, the sentiment arousing instant ap- 
plause. “ Wouldn't it be a travesty on our 
system of government if we made Havana 
and Manila clean and beautiful cities while 
our own cities were left open to criticism? 
Again, I say, if we-are to engage in the 
novel undertaking of ruling other people 
let us be careful to govern ourselves cor- 
rectly. 

Long Struggle for the Public Good. 
From the Philippines and Porto Rico, with 


their many unsolved problems, Mr. Harlan 


turned to local affairs, and dwelt on the 
duty which rested upon every good citizen 
to preserve the high standard of capability 
and honesty which had been raised in the. 
City Council chamber. 

“For nearly four years we have been 
waging a struggle for the public good,” 
said Mr. Harlan. “The fight has gone 
along until we have a reputable Council, a 
body which may be appealed to to do the right 
thing and to engage in constructive work. 
Right now we are at that stage where we 
may see the fruits of victory wrenched from 
us through our indifference in the impend- 
ing election. We are 4 peculiar people, in 
not being capable of maintaining that in- 
sistence and long-continued pressure which 
characterizes the German people. We tire 
too readily, once we have started ona policy 
which meets with a fair degree of success, 
and we rest comfortably in a false sense of 
that 
this city has made practically no progress 
in the last two years? 

Tou can't point out a single feature of 
sound municipal administration in Chicago 
with the exceptioh of our Fire department, 
and yet—we're, going to govern Manila; and 
we are making Havana a clean and health? 
I'm proud of what is being done in 


Mr. Harlan directed attention to some of 
the big things to be done in Chicago. He 


spoke of the immense amount of money that 
would have to be spent in improving the 


‘river for the purposes of navigation, by the 


j construction of new bridges and the lower- 


ing of the street railway tunnels. Ag he re- 
ferred to the tunnels he paused and shook his 


finger at the audience. 


Now, mark my words. The lowering of 


| the tunnela wii be weed by they 
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traction companies to obtain an extension 
of their franchises without adequate com- 
pensation. There will be all kinds of spe- 
cidbus arguments advanced along the line 
hat the traction companies will save the 
city millions by their performing the work 
at their own expense. 

There never was a time when more im- 
portant questions were before the city. How 


shall they be solved? Shall they be solved 


as in the past? Shall we make our bow to 
the twentieth century with a poorer Council 
than we had in the nineteenth century? I 
tell you, we stand in imminent peril of doing 
just that thing.“ 

Machine politics formed a topic which Mr. 
‘Harlan discussed in a fashion which pleased 
his hearers. He argued for the extension 
of the civil service on the merit system as 


the surest method of depriving the politi- 


clan, local and national, of his-sustenance, 
and ridding the community of such men as 
were the acknowledged leaders of the par- 
ties. He referred to Governor Tanner, Con- 
gressman Lorimer, Henry Hertz, and James 
Pease as types of the machine politician. 


Takes City Election in Detail. 
Then Mr. Harlan took up more in detail 


the Aldermanic election, reviewing the can- 


didates in a number of the wards, and hand- 
ling the troublesome ones without any 


mincing of words. As a preface to this re- ) 


view Mr. Harlan said: 

“If you have an Alderman in the Council 
who has a good record keep him there—I 
don't care how good you may consider his 
ppponent.”’ 

Beginning with the First Ward, Mr. Har- 
lan paid his respects briefly to Bath- 
House ’”’ Coughlin. He passed to the Second 
Ward, and commended Alderman Gunther 
as a servant of the city, who always had 
voted on the right side, even if he had to 
change his vote several times. As to Will- 
lam Hale Thompson, who is rupning against 
Alderman Gunther, Mr. Harlan quoted the 
old proverb that it was not a good practice 
to swap horses while crossing a stream. 

AldermAn Fitch was praised as the best 
candidate for election in the Third Ward. 
Mr. Harlan called attention to the fact that 
Thomas J. Dixon, who is running against 
Mr. Fitch, is the son of Arthur Dixon, once 
known as “Smooth” Arthur, and that the 
father and son are engaged in the railroad 
transfer business. 

I've no idea that any of the railroads 
will take their business away from the 
Dixon Transfer company,“ said Mr. Har- 
Smooth Arthur’ is 
elected to the City Council. But I do not 
anticipate any such result. Smooth Ar- 
thur has not sustained his right to the 
title which he has worn for so many years 
by putting his son in the field. He has 


chosen the wrong year.” 


Praise of Alderman Fitch. 


Speaking of Alderman Fitch Mr. Harlan 
gave him his most generous indorsement. 
He said the Alderman of the Third Ward had 
proved his capability at all times, and had 
been one of the most efficient members of the 
special committee on track elevation. He 
had gained an experience which made his 
services most valuable to the community 
and should not be retired for an tnexperi- 
enced man. A 

“Why swap horses,“ again asked Mr. 
Harlan, wen we stand to lose all the 

of the last four years? This is not 

a calamity howl, neither is it the note of 
a false fire alarm. We are interested too 
deeply in other matters to see the danger 
threatening us. Verily, I might wish we had 
a corrupt Council now, if the effect of it 
would be to arouse the public to the necessity 
for honest Council. We need men there 
who intelligence. tells them what to do 
and whose conscierices make them do what 
98 do. Such a man is Alderman 

teh.“ 

Blind Billy Kent was declared to be a 
fit person for rejection at the polls, Mr. Har- 
lan giving the audience the benefit of his 
personal acquaintance with Kent’s record, 

I'm hopeful that the Mayor may feel 
constrained to use all the influence and 
power of his office,’’ said Mr. Harlan, to 
save the city from having such a man as 
‘Blind Billy’ Kent in the Council chamber 
legislating for the people of Chicago.“ 

Aldermen Beilfuss, Jackson, Herrmann, 
and Raymer were characterized as worthy 
of reélection, Alderman Raymer receiving 
special attention from Mr. Harlan. Alder- 
man Goldzier also was placed in the list of 
good men and further described as one who 
knew how to fight in a mixup with bood- 
lers. ; 

Talks of “ Major Sampson. 

„Now come to the Twenty-third Ward,” 
said Mr. Harlan, and paused impressively. 
Then he quoted: It ain't what I used to be; 
it's what I am today.“ 

What a beautiful, fascinating jingle that 
is, from our fellow-townsman, Major 
Sampson. Let mei dwell on that al moment 
—it's what I am today. Precisely. It’s 
what he is today. That's the point. Major 
Sampson would have us believe he has 
mended his ways. It is possible. But we 
can only judge the future by the past. Just 
think of what the Democratic party has 
said of the Major. Think of that spotless 
and august body, the County Democracy, 
opposing his ambitions, of Stanley Kunz, of 
Charley Martin, Blind Billy Kent—"

“ Yes, and the immaculate ‘ Bat’ House,’ 
all of these have repudiated the ‘ Major.’

That manager is a man in name only 
because he walks on two feet instead of 
crawling on all fours. He—O’Malley—is a 
coward, for a man who would whip out a 
revolver and shoot in that way is a coward. 
Shall the candidate of such a man be ad- 
‘mitted to the governing body of this mu- 
nictpality? I shoulén’t want to lve in the 
city if it happened. We do not want such 
@ man to vote away the millions of this 
great, wealthy city. We don’t want such a 
man to have voice in the distribution of the 
school funds. We don’t want such a maa to 
have anything to do with the governing of 
our children and our homes. 

“Fortunately there is a man in the ward 
we can take. In comparison with Sampson 
we could take any one. Olsen is impossible. 


He is a milk dealer. And from what I Know- 


of him I'll bet my:hat that he waters his 
milk. Ford is a good man. I met him today 
‘and asked him what he wanted to go to the 
Council for. 
to do right.“ And I believe he will. 

“Tf Sampson were elected we would have

In the Twenty-seventh Ward. 


In concluding his address Mr. Harlan re- 
ferred to the situation in the Twenty-seventh 
Ward. Wallace, he said, had been put up 
merely in order that Wulff might be défeat- 
ed. He characterized Wallace as personify- 
ing Logan square justice.“ 

“ You all know what Logan square jus- 
tice 186, he said. 

The highest compliments were paid the 
er candidate in this ward, Albert T. 
ohnson, whom Mr. Harlan characterized as 
honest, ambitious, and a “ rattling good 
Achter.“ That, he said, was the kind of a 
man needed—level-headed and possessing ca- 
pacity. Rough and tumble fighting would 
occur in the next City Council, he predicted, 
and men were needed capable of rising to 
such emergencies. Johnson, he said, was 
such a man. 

Mr. Harlan urged the audience to “ stick 
pins in the people of their ward, get them 
to the polls, and make them vote. He ad- 
vised his hearers to remember that the next 


_ City Council would usher in the new century, 


“And should we not have a good City 
Council to sit at that auspicious time?’ he 
asked. 

Before Mr. Harlan delivered the foregoing 
address both Chairman Cole and Alderman 
Fitch made speeches. Mr. Cole’s remarks 


Were delivered by way of introduction for 


the Alderman, but they passed in clear re- 
view the four years of work done for the 
purification of the Council. Mr. Cole said: 

“On Feb. 28, 1896, the Municipal Voters 
league held its first session and began the 


investigation of the members of the Council 


of that year. It was found that fifty-seven 
out of the sixty-eight sitting members were 
un to represent any decent com- 
munity. At the following election there 
were sent to the Council a score of good 
men, but they had to contend with a body 
of unprincipled Councilmen who were 
welded together with boodle, and all the 


newly elected and decent Aldermen could 


(fa was to pursue a policy of protest. They 


He said he wanted to go there 


| 


did it so ably that the entire gang member- 
ship saw the handwriting on the wall, hied 
themselves to Springfield, and forced 
through the infamous Allen bill tleat still 
hangs over the State. | 

The election of 1897 added strength to 
the forces for purity in the Council, and the 
good and evil elements were found to be 
divided evenly... The gang, however, got 
control of the committees, and therefore 
through the year 1807 there was almost a 
deadlock. However, the honest members 
were able to see to it that the streets were 
kept nailed down over night. | 

In the latter part of 1898 the traction 
companies made a last despairing effort to 
get their franchises renewed for fifty years, 
but they suffered utter defeat. During 1899 
a large working majority for honesty and 
decency existed in the Council, and the 
Council is today a bright spot in the politics 
of Illinois. I Will say that the Common 
Council of Chicago will today compare favor- 
ably with any legislative body ih the United 
States, the United States Senate, consider- 
ing its present snarl, not excepted. Now, in 
order to keep this condition of affairs in ex- 
istence it is necessary to keep up the fight 
for decency in local politics. The results 
of the league’s work must not be wed to 
slide away. The thing to do at the present 
moment is to get to work and put in the 
Council the dozen or more men of good char- 
acter, who, having been in the Council, are 
best suited to conserve the interests of the 
city, who are up for re#lection. I introduce 
the first man the Municipaf Voters’ league 
ever indorsed, Mr. H. S. Fitch.“ 


Mr. Fitch Speaks. 

Mr. Fitch prefaced his address by explain- 
ing that the meeting had been called at 
Central Music Hall owing to inability to 
get a hall in the Third Ward. Commenting 
on the statements of Thomas J. Dixon and 
the Third Ward club politicians that there 
were eleven halls in the ward that could 
have been secured by him, Mr. Fitch classed 
the statement as untruthful and as con- 
cealing the actual state of affairs. * 

I have lived in the Third Ward for thirty 
years,” said Mr. Fitch, “and I know of 
only three halls in the ward that will accom- 
modate more than 100 people. Most of the 
halls named by the Dixon crowd as being 
available are small rooms or dance halls 
that would not accommodate more than 
50 or 100 people. One of the halls named in 
the published list is a basement hall under- 
neath a colored man’s saloon at Armour 
avenue and Thirty-first street. 

“If the people want Arthur Dixon back 
in the City Council by proxy.“ continued 
Alderman Fitch, all they have to do is to 
vote for his son, Thomas J. Dixon. I have 
nothing against the son personally. In 
fact, I do not know him. And all I will say 
against him is that I am sorry he has a 
father with a ‘record.’ I had intended to 
leave the City Council after my second 
term, but decided at this time to make the 
fight for reélection, urged by the thought 
that men like Perry Hull and Arthur Dixon 
should not be allowed to dictate the politics 
of a ward containing 50,000 people and 9,000 
voters as does the Third Ward. 

“Time was when a term in the City Coun- 
cil was neither profitable nor pleasant to 
an honest or a decent man. It is a Httle 
better now. Then there were but few men 
in the City Council one would think of let- 
ting into one’s house without having the 
locks turned on the doors and having a 
watch in the room where they were. That 
condition was due to the fact that the decent 
voters of the city were indifferent to their 
duties as citizens. Indifference caters to bad 
politics and vice. If the self-respecting peo- 
ple of this country do not get to the polis 
and take the running of the primaries ott 
of the hands of those who are in politics 
for what there is in it the national demo- 
cratic government will go to pieces within 
the first twenty years of the twentieth cen- 
tury. In conclusion I will say to you to get 
to work in your wards and see to it that the 
best man up for Alderman is elected regard- 


less of party politics or lines. 


INCREASE IN HOSPITAL VOTE. 


Many More Registered from County In- 
stitution than Heretofore—Scru- 
tiny Will Be Exercised. 


An examination of the registry list for 
the Thirty-ninthg Precinct of the Twelfth 
Ward yesterday showed a remarkable in- 
crease of the number of voters, or alleged 
voters, registered from the County Hos 
pital. While a year ago there were onl 
82 from the institution, this year there are 
136, an addition of 54, or over 50 per cent.

AS TO PHILIPPINE POLICY. 


General Joseph Wheeler Declares the 
Islands Should Be Brought Under 
Civil Government Speedily. 


New York, March 26.—Under the caption 
What to do with the Philippines, Gen- 
eral Joseph Wheeler contributes to this 
week's issue of Leslie’s Weekly a lengthy 


observed it during his service there. He 
says in part: ? 

“I believe that the back of the rebellion 
in the Philippines is broken; there will be 
little more to doin a military way. There 
will be some guerrilla warfare, but it will 
not amount to much. As for Aguinaldo, I 
do not consider him a patriot. He was fight- 
ing for a great prize. Had he won he would 
have been a powerful Emperor, a mighty 
dictator. 

“As far as possible, I believe that we 
should establish civil government in the 
Philippines. I am in favor of territorial 
government, and I see nothing incongruous 
in making these various islands into Terri- 
tories. The group should be divided into 
three or four Territories, not only because 
of the extent of the islands but because of 
the antagonisms existing between the dif- 
ferent peoples. 


Fit for Local Government. 


Some of these tribes have been our de- 
voted friends, and it would be most un- 
fair not to give them the right of self-goy- 
ernment. Many of them are already fit for 
self-government in local affairs, and under 

itorlal Governors appointed by us they 
ould get along very weill I am sure. 

IJ consider the Filipinos a superior people 
—a people with great possibilities. They are 
ambitious; many of them have been finely 
educated in Burope; they are not to be spok- 
en of in the same breath with the Africans, 
so far as their possibilities go. 

They are, too, easily governed, and with 
the fair treatment which they will receive 
from us we shall have no trouble with them. 
They appreciate consideration, I have found, 
but they are sensitive and are unwilling to 
be treated as inferiors. They are a little

or the remote future of the Philippines— 
whether States would be erected there or 
not, in case we annex the islands—I am not 
yet prepared to speak, but I do think that we 
owe much to the many citizens of the islands 


Filipinos who have been friendly to us. If 
our army were to be withdrawn from the 
islands the natives who have befriended us 
would be subjected to all sorts of persecu- 
tions, and many of them would meet death,

* Senator Allison, acting as chairman of the 


caucus, declared at the close of the meeting 
that there was no necessity for putting a mo- 
tion to continue on past lines, as it was evi- 
dent that no other course was practicable. 
Senator Foraker wag instructed by the 
éauciis to press the Porto Rican bill as it 
now stands, the governmental! bill incorpor- 
ated with the tariff measure, to as speedy 
a vote as possible. The understanding at 
the time this instruction was given was that 
Senator Foraker would offer an amendment 
to the tariff feature of the bill adding the 
free list named by the President in an Exec- 
utive order to the exports going from the 
United States to Porto Rico duty free, but 
that the 15 per cent of the Dingley law car- 
ried in the House bill upon goods coming 
from Perto Rico to the United States would 


be retained. 


The vote by which* this instruction was 
given was taken viva voce, no record being 
made, but it was evident that a substantia! 
majority approved the proposition. Quite 
a number of Senators had left the caucus 
before this vote was taken, but the position 
of each Senator was understood. 


Claimed by Opposition. 

There are a number of Senators, it is said, 
who will eppose the bill, even with the 
amendment recommended. They are, it is 
stated, Senators Davis, Beveridge, Hoar, 
Wellington, Mason, Simon, Proctor, and 
Nelson. It is also said that Senators Kyle, 
who has acted with the Republicans, and 
McCumber of North Dakota will not vote 
for the House bill unamended, but it is be- 
lieved they will vote for the amended propo- 
sition. 

Two Senators named in the list of eight 
first given are claimed by friends of the tar- 
iff measure as almost sure to vote for the 
amended bill, leaving six Republicans who 
will vote finally against the measure. It is 
claimed that two or three votes will be se- 
cured for the tariff measure from the opposi- 
tion parties, and that in this way a majority 
will be secured. . 

Among the Senators who addressed the 
caucus were Foraker, Allison, Cullom, 
Chandler, Quarles, Davis, Wellington, and 
Lodge. Senator Foraker said the free-trad- 
ers were apparently irreconcilably opposed 
to the House tariff measure, while leading 
Republicans of the House had assured the 
committee that any amendment of the 
House bill would endanger the measure at 
that end of the Capitol. In view of this 
condition of affairs in the House, Mr. Forak- 
er said it would be wise to pass the House 
bill without modification, and he appealed 
to all elements to unite for this purpose 
with a determination to pass the civil gov- 
ernment bill as a separate measure and 
with such amendments as would concede 
much that the free-traders sought to secure. 


President’s Free List. 

Among the amendments looking to this 
end which he recited as possible of enact- 
ment was one for the continuation of the 
President’s free list, which would practical- 
ly secure the admission of all necessaries, 
such as breadstuffs and clothing, into Porto 
Rico free of duty. This arrangement would 
meet the demands of the poorer classes. He 
also suggested an amendment leaving the 
Porto Rican authorities, to be constituted 
by the civil government bill, to say when 
any duty which might be imposed should be 
removed. 

These and other amendments would, how- 
ever, he said, necessarily go on the civil 
government bill because of the probable un- 
willingness of the House to accept modifica- 
tions of its tariff measure. 

Senator Gallinger offered a resolution di- 
recting the separation of the House tariff 
bill from the Senate governmental bill, and 
supported the resolution with a speech. 
This move was met by a counter-resolution 
offered by Senator Wellington providing for 
the passage of the civil government bill with 
a free trade provision instead of ‘the tariff 
provision of the House. 

Senator Davis explained the amendment 
introduced by himself in the Senate today 
providing for the raising of the necessary 
revenue by a purely internal revenue sys- 
tem, and Senator Cullom spoke in a con- 
ciliatory manner, indicating a personal lean- 
ing towards free trade, but giving ft as his 
opinion that an agreement should be reached 
—— some basis which would present a solid 
ront. 

Senator Quarles made an appeal for the 
enactment of a tariff law, saying that only 
by this course could the best traditions of 
the Republican party be maintained. 

Both resolutions were ultimately with- 
drawn, Senator Wellington’s because of the 
impossibility of passing it and Senator 
Gallinger’s because it was not considered 
wise to press it to a vote in view of the 
opposition of the free trade element. 

On Senator Chandler’s motion the Har- 
mony committee was discharged from fur- 
ther servi He said it had failed to ac- 
complish the end for which it was appoint- 
ed, and his motion prevailed without oppo- 


} sition. 


It was not until almost the close of the 
meeting that Senator Lodge offered a res- 
olution representing the sense of the cau- 
cus to be that there should be no present 
effort to separate the governmental and

the present. 

It was then that Senator Alligon 
that this was so evidently the sense of the 
conference that there was hardly a neces- 
sity for taking a vote.

BERLIN, March 26.—Court and society 
circles here are discussing the social war 
now occupying the diplomatic corps in St. 
Petersburg. Prince von Radolin, the German 
Ambassador to St. Petersburg, who enjoys 
the confidence of both the Emperor and the 
Czar to an unysual degree, has aroused the 
enmity of certain German residents in St. 
Petersburg, who have long been plotting 
for his recall. The leading plotter is said to 
be Prince Altenburg, who entered the Czar’s 
service after certain disclosures had ren- 
dered him impossible inGermany. Whether 
the Grand Duke Valdimir is influenced by 
this particular clique and. made an inten- 
tionally rude remark, or whether he only 
meant a harmless joke, it was in any event 
reported to Von Radolin in distorted form. 


How the Quarrel Started. 

It is not clearly known just what did pass, 
but in government circles it is admitted 
that the facts are substantially that at the 
last court ball at St. Petersburg the Grand 
Duke Vladimir laughingly chaffed a young 
woman, who was to have gone to dinner with 
a German diplomatic attaché, adding that 
there was no greater bore than a German 
diplomat. This was carried to Von Radolin, 
who mentioned it to the Princess Vladimir, 
who was born in Oldenburg, but she resent- 
ed the notion that she would side against 
her husband, and then the Foreign Minis- 
ter, Count Mouravieff, unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to smooth matters. The Princess 
declined the apology Von Radolin offered, 
and announced she would avoid any gather- 
ings he attended.

DONALD MARTIN STEWART DEAD 


Field Marshal Expires at Algiers in 
Seventy-seventh Year—Long 
Record as Soldier. 


ALGIERS, March 26.—Field Marshal Sir 
Donald Martin Stewart died this morning in 
his 77th year. 

Sir Donald Stewart, who was born March 
21, 1824, was educated at Aberdeen Univer- 
sity and entered the Bengal Staff Corps in 
1840. He was a Major in 1858 and a General 
in 1881. He served at Peshawur in 1854, in 
Allyghur in 1857, and was Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant General at the siege of Délhi, As- 
sistant Adjutant General at Lucknow, and 
served in Rohilcund. | 

In 1867-"68 he commanded the Bengal 
troops in Abyssinia, and was Chief Commis- 
siongr of Andaman and Nicobar Islands from 
1869 to 1874. 

He was with the Candahar division in the 
Afghan war, 1878-'80, was at the battle of 
Ahmed Khol in 1880, and commanded the 
troops at Cabul and in northern Afghanistan 
till their final withdrawal in 1882.

SAYS BRITISH ARE BRAVE 


GERMAN WHO WAS WITH BOERS 
PRAISES THEIR DARING. 


Was with Cronje at Magersfontein, Ar- 
rives in Paris, and Tells of Blunders 
Made by Both Sides—English 0 
cers Too R ess of Lives of Their 
Men—Believes Soldiers Now in A- 
rica Are Equal te Any Continental 


Troops. 


PARIS, March 27.—Count Adelbert Stern- 
berg, the Austrian officer who fought under 
General Cronje, and who was among the 
prisoners taken at Paardeberg, was inter- 
viewed on his arrival here yesterday from 
London regarding his south African experi- 
ences. 

He said the European officers in the Boer 
ranks had as a rule done but little. When 
asked is contipental troops would have 
fought better than the British, he replied: 

In the first place there is no continental 
power which could have armed and sent so 3 


many troops such a great distance from 2 


home. I am able to say one thing—even our 
Austrian troops would not have done better. 

“I learned to admire the Britigh army, 
without closing my eyes to the errors com- 
mitted, but I am convinced that our con- 
tinental commanders are better. The Brit- 
ish officer is too thoughtless of the life of 
his men.” 

Count Sternberg arrived at Magersfontein 
soon after the Boer victory of Dec. 11. He 
found the camp in jubilant spirits. The 
burghers were accustomed to sing psalms 
and hold divine service while being bom-. 
barded by the naval guns. They began early 
in February to observe the arrival of large 
masses of troops in the English camp, and 
on the 10th they received news of the Britisa 
advance on Koffyfontein. | 

Count Sternberg rode to Jacobsdal ta 
reconnoiter and came in sight of British pa- 
trols. That evening 600 burghers were sent 
to check the advance of the British cavalry, 

Cronje Long Incredulous. 

General Cronje's opinion was that the Eng- 
lish were advancing on Fauresmith via 
Koffyfontein, with the object of cutting off 
the retreat of the Boer detachment at Coles- 
berg. Another possibility was that the ad- 
vance was merely a feint on the left flank, « 
intended to weaken the defense at Magers- 
fontein. On, the morning of the 11th Count 
Sternberg, attracted by heavy artillery fire, 
found the English endeavoring to cross the 
Ramdam ford, opposed by the Boers, whose 
lines extended along the Riet River toward 
Koffyfontein. Two wounded Inniskilling 
Dragoons told him that Lord Kitchener was 
proceeding to the relief of Kimberley with 
14,000 men. 

While bathing in the Riet the Count him- 
self saw several English regiments march 
past. Escaping notice, he galloped back to 
Cronje’s camp and told what he had seen. 
He met with general incredulity, the Boers 
insisting that large bodies of troops neither 
would nor could undertake such a move- 
mem. The only action taken by General 
Cronje was to send 200 men across the river 
to cut off the English transport wagons, 
which they succeeded in doing. - 


Realizes Situation Too Late. 


It was not until the next day that General 
Cronje began to recognize the seriousness of 
the tuation. The cannon were hastily 
withdrawn from Magersfontein, two guns 
being dispatched to attack General French’s 
cavalry. In the engagement at Kalkfontein 
the disorder was such that Major Albrecht's 
artillery fired on distant detachments with- 
out knowing for certain whether they were 
burghers or English. Even then the Boers 
were still of opinion that the attack was 
directed against their camp, and conse- 
quently set about raising defenses in the 
rear. 

The immediate vicinity of the British with 
a large force of artillery had created great 
confusion in the camp, which at 2 o'clock 
in the morning removed to a safer position 
about three miles to the southwest. The 
breaking up of the camp greatly affected 
the spirits of the entire Boer force. When 
the British renewed the attack early next 
morning it was evident to Count Stern- 
berg that the burghers had no stomach for 
the fight.. 


POLITICAL RIOT AT SANTIAGO. 


Negro Control Leads to a Movement 
Toward Forming an Annexation 
Party. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, March 26.—A meet- 
ing convened by the various political factions 
last evening with a view of effecting an 
agreement on candidates for the approach- 
ing elections broke up in a riot and may lead 
to the organization of an anmexation party. 

When the time came for nominating candi- 
dates it became apparent that the negro 
element was largely predominant and would 
absolutely control the meeting. The whites 
then became personal and a fight was start- 
ed, which the police had difficulty in sup- 
pressing. Ultimately the meeting broke up 


in disorder. 


Today many white Cubans announce their 
intention of organizing an annexation party. 
They say they would prefer the Cuban flag, 
but they are not willing to submit to negro 
control. 


Mayor’s Actions Overruled. r 


HAVANA, March 26.—General Lee recent- 
ly ordered an investigation into an alleged 
serious trouble between the Mayor and po- 
lice of Marianao on one side and about 200 
citizens on the other. Captain Slocum re- 
ports that he found four men in jail, one of 


whom was charged with making reflections 


upon the official acts of the Mayor at public 
meetings, and the other three charged with 
carrying concealed weapons. 

Captain Slocum says he asked the Mayor 
if it were not a rather high-handed proceed- . 
ing to arrest the first man for the offense al- 
leged against him, and the Mayor replied 
he was acting within the law. The Mayor 
also declared that he did not require the 
assistance of the military. 

The hearing was held this afternoon and all 
four were discharged.

ROGERS AT A BANQUET. 


Brown Alumni Entertain the Head of 
Their Institution at the Wellingtou 
Hotel — Evanston University Man 
Discusses the Begging” Methods 

of His Fellow from Chicago—Noblie 
B. Judah Elected President of the 
Chicage Organization of Graduates. 


The banquet for President Faunce of 
Brown University, given by the Chicago 
alumni at the Wellington Hotel last night, 
was productive of much discussion of col- 
lege finances. President Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and President Rogers of 
Northwestern were speakers. President 
Faunce has been making a tour of the larger 
cities trying to raise §2,000,000 for his uni- 
versity. Not he alone but President Rogers 
“also discussed raising funds and the meth- 
ods. 

Dr. Rogers devoted a share of his talk to 
his fellow-President, Dr. Harper. 

“I am confident,” said he, jestingly, 
last night, that when Dr. Harper dies the 
minister who is called to preach his funeral 
sermon will choose for his text these words, 
‘And at last the beggar died also.’ 

“The matter of raising money.“ he con- 
tinued, “lies heavily upon the heart of 
President Faunce, I suppose, as it does with 
the rest of us excepting Dr. Harper. He is 
one of the fortunate Presidents who never 
have to beg. He has the reputation of being 
one of the most successful beggars, but I 
understand he denies the allegation that 
he is a beggar. Sometimes a man’s reputa- 
tion stands him in good stead.”’ 

Then he made the remark about the fu- 
neral sermon. President Harper smiled. 

When it came President Harper’s turn to 
talk he made but slight reference to Presi- 
Gent Rogers semarks. He said: “ The 
friends of the University of Chicago will ap- 
‘preciate the kind words uttered here, es- 
pecially those of Dr. Rogers. 

Dr. Rogers distinctly occupied the center 
of the board so far as the speechmaking was 
— In another port of his speech he 


Names Olney for President. 

I believe you would do a great service 
to the republic of which you are citizens if 
you would nominate for President Richard 
Olney, a graduate of your own university.

President Faunce was the guest of the 
evening.

t by the more radical colleges. Brown 
found a remedy, he said, in the advisory 
system by which a committee of the faculty 
assists the student in determining his courses 
and which may interfere in a certain degree 
with the elasticity of the curriculum. 
He referred to his Western trip telling of 
six alumni associations he had formed.

charles W. Mussey of Merchants’ Na- 
tional, Rutland, Vt., Said to Be 
$145,000 Short. | 


Rutland, Vt., March 26—[Special.]— 
Cashier Charles Mussey has confessed to 
misappropriating $145,000 belonging to the 
Merchants’ National Bank of this city and 
to falsifying’ his accounts to cover up the 
crime. The bank in consequence has been 
forced to close and D. D. Muri has been ap- 
pointed receiver by the Controller of the 
Treasury. 

The defalcation is thought to have extend- 
ed over severalyears, but the first suspicion 
of anything wrong occurred on Saturday aft- 
ernoon at a meeting of the directors, which 
was called because certain drafts on New 
York drawn by the bank had beén protested 
because of no funds. 

Cashier Mussey was called in to explain, 
and a heated dispute followed, which ended 
in the cashier suddely putting on his coat 
and leaving the room. The directors sent 
after him, but only to find that he had gone 
direct to the railway — and taken a 
train for Albany, N. 1. 

Oredrs were sent to Albany, for his deten- 
tion and he returned to Rutland this morn- 
ing, ostensibly of his own free will, but with 
detectives watching him. The directors had 
put experts at work on the books, and they 
announce that the bank was hopelessly in- 
volved, 

When Mussey reached Rutland he was 
taken to the bank, where he broke down and 
confessed. The books had been so cleverly 
juggled as to completely deceive the Na- 
tional Bank Examiner, who examined the 
accounts thirty days ago. A civil suit was 
immediately instituted against the cashier 
to recover the funds misappropriated and 
bail was fixed at $50,000, which was fur- 
nished by W. B. Mussey, the cashier's 
father, and by Frank Winship of Albany. 
No criminal proceedings have as yet been 
instituted. The capital stock of the bank 
is $100,000. 

It is said that Mussey has not a dollar 
left. He has been cashier since the bank was 
He is a prom- 
ment member of the Masonic fraternity, but 
of late he has been the subject of much 
gossip. 

The missing money iS alleged to have been 
advanced to a well-known citizen here on 
his personal notes, and the bulk of it is be- 
lieved to have been lost in speculation.

He ran to 
the residence of the town marshal, and ob- 
tained his assistance and that of a friend. 

The three men returned to the store. The 
marshal and his friend stood in front of the 
store, and the proprietor went to the rear to 
drive the burglars through a narrow pas- 
sageway at the side of the building, and thus 
cause them to fall into the hands of the mar- 
shal. 

He stood in the rear of the building and 
fired his shotgun into the air. The burglars 
ran through the passageway and escaped the 
marshal, but when 200 feet away Tarbell fell 
dead. The other man escaped. 

Tarbell’s body was taken to an under- 
taker’s establishment. It was at first 
thought that he was shot, but when the un- 
dertaker examined the body he found’ no 
marks or wounds. The case was reported 
to the Coroner’s office, and Deputy Coroner 
Reynolds and Dr. Springer went out to Le- 
mont to hold an inquest. Dr. Springer held 
a post-mortem examination, and found that 
the man had died from heart failure. The 
inquest resulted in a verdict which confirmed 
the doctor’s finding. 

Tarbell’s father is John S. Tarbell, a busi- 
ness-man of Joliet. His son was a wild 
young man, and broke through all restraint.

UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO RECEIVES 
DONATIONS OF $127,500. 


President Now Has to Raise $175,000 
by April 1 te Make John D. Rocke- 
feller’s Offer Available—Most of the 


Last Sums Received Will Be Used 


in Building—Men Presenting Money 
Withheld Names—Society of Colon 
al Dames a Dorner. 


Gifts aggregating 
ceived by the University of Chicago in the 
last few days, leaving $175,000 to be raised 
before April 1 to meet the conditions of John 
D. Rockefeller’s offer of $2,000,000. These 
gifts are from four sources. Most of the 
money will be used in the erection of new 
buildings on the campus. 

One man, whose name is withheld, and wil 
not be announced at the convocation, has 
offered $60,000 for a students’ dining hall, to 
be erected in Fifty-seventh street, near Lex- 
ington avenue. The building is to be called 
the University Commons. It will be 40 feet 
wide, 125 feet long, and 60 feet high, and will 
be almost a counterpart of the Christ Church 
College Commons at Oxford University, 
England. It will seat 500 students, and will 
be the banquet hall of the university. Arch- 
itects have been working for several weeks 
on the plans, which are almost completed. 
Work on the buildings * be begun this 
year. 

Two men, whose names are withheld, have 
given $60,000 toward a student clubhouse, to 
be erected on the campus at — 
street and Lexington avenue. 

This building is designed to be head- 
quarters of all the student activities. It will 
contain everything legitimate in the way of 


recreation, such as billiard tables and bowl- 


ing alleys, and will be for the students what 
the Quadrangle club is for the professors. 
The building will be patterned after Huston 
Hall, the clubhouse of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 


The third gift, worth $7,500, is in the form | 


of a scholarship endowment, presented by 
the Illinois branch of the National Society of 
Colonial Dames of America, to establish 
two scholarships of $150 each for a period of 
five years. These scholarships will be open 
to students beyond the sophomore year who 
pass the best examination in American his- 
tory. It is speaified that the persons ac- 
cepting the scholarships shall do a certain

The largest number of deaths ever re- 
corded in Chicago in seven days occurred 
last week. While the magority were due 
to grip and pneumonia, the conditions have 
caused the Health department to point to 
the dangers of a smallpox epidemic and de- 
mand that every precaution be taken.

Washington, D. C., March 26.—Represent- 
ative Albert J. Hopkins, the ranking Re- 
publican member of the House Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries committee, in the ab- 
sence from the city of Representative Gros- 
venor, today discussed the published state- 
ments made by Representative Fitzgerald 
as to the shipping bill.

Proposed That Record Be Made When 
They Enter Normal School—Work 
on Census Is Begun. 


It was proposed to the High School com- 
mittee of the Board of Education yesterday 
that medical examinations be made of stu- 
dents entering the Chicago Normal School. 
The purpose was to determine whether the 
pupils were ill at entrance or whether they 
contracted ill-health during the course of 
study. The recommendation was made by 
Dr. A. F. Nightingale, Superintendent of 
High Schools, and will be considered, with 
other proposed entrance requirements for 
pupils going from the high schoois to the 
Normal School, at a joint meeting of the 
High School and Normal School committees. 
„Recent investigations at the Normal 
School showed that too many of the young 
women students were not in robust health. 
It has been found in many cases that after 
a student completed the counse and was 
ready to enter the schools as a cadet fllness 
has prevented, and it was thought that ex- 
aminations made prior to entrance might

CLEAR CHARLESTON’S CAPTAIN. 


Findings of Court of : Inquiry Show 
Wreck of Oruiser Was Not Due 
to Negligence. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—The find- 


ings and opinions of the court of inquiry 


into the loss of the cruiser Charleston are as 


follows: 


The evidence adduced shows most con- 
clusively that every precaution required by 
the United States regulations upon a ship 
approaching land was taken by Captain 
George W. Pigman to insure the safety of the 
vessel under his command against accident. 
Proper lookouts were stationed, leadsmen 
with leads were in both chains, and were 
kept in constant use; the Sir William 7 homp- 
son lead was used and ready, and the pat- 
ent log carefully standardized. That a vig- 
ant lookout was kept by the officer of the 
deck is shown by the fact of his discerning 
the ‘chow,’ or broken water, ahead, which 
was immediately reported to the Captain, 
and the course of the ship was changed at 
once to go clear. The Captain and navi- 
gator were constantly upon the bridge. The 
chart supplied by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion showed clear water- where the vessel 
struck, and the sailing directions also gave 
no information of any dangers to naviga- 
tion in this immediate locallly. 

„The court is of the opinion that, in ac- 
cordance with the evidence adduced, the 
Captain and officers of the United States 
steamship, late Charleston, are exonerated 
from all blame or responsibility, and that no 
further action should be taken in the matter 
of the wreck of that vessel.

FOR SAFER NATIONAL BANKS. 


House Committee on Currency Reports 
on a Bill to Restrict Loans 
and Overdrafts. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—Chairman 
Brosius of the House Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency today submitted the re- 
port on the bill to give greater safety to na- 
tional banks by restricting the making of 
loans and overdrafts to bank officers. The 
report says: 

„* This bill preposes the only possible rem- 
edy for an evil of long standing in our bank- 
ing system—an evil which is largely respon- 
sible for the chief blemish upon an otherwise 
most admirable system. 

„From the establishment of the national 
banking system in 1865 to Oct. 31, 1896, 330 
national banks failed. The failure in the 
case of fifty-two of these banks, as report- 
ed, was caused, in part at least, by the ex- 
cessive loans to officers and directors, while 
ninety-three of them were wrecked by the 
defalcation of officers and fraudulent man- 
agement—a total in the two classes of 145, or 
about 44 per cent of the total. 

„% The present Controller recommends leg- 
islation prohibiting loans to officers and em- 
ployés of banks, except upon application to 
and approval by the Board of Directors, and 
he adds: ‘ Such prohibition should be made 
to include directors.“ 

“These recommendations from the high- 
est official sources leave nothing to be said 
to convince your committee of the necessity 


of the proposed legislation.“

BACKWARD SPRING AFFECTING 


LUMBER SALES MORE OR LESS. 


Larger Orders from Country Yards Are 
Looked For When the Weather Be- 
comes More Settled—Labor Troubles 
Still Restricting Factory Use of 
Some of the Hardwoods, with No 


Prospect of an Early Betterment of 


the Conditions. 


Yard dealers in lumber in a wholesale way 
are not entirely agreed as to the condition 
of trade in this line, but a majority. are of 
the opinion that country dealers are taking 
fully as large quantities of Northern pine 
and spruce as a few weeks ago.. While its 
use in a manufacturing way is about as it 
has been running, the usual number of or- 
ders received in the way of replenishing 
country yards are not on alargescale. This 
is attributed to the backwardness of the sea- 
son and the bad condition of country roads. 
This delay in spring orders is something of a 
disappointment, not having been counted on 
a couple of months ago, when preparations 
are usually made for the annual early sum- 
mer rush. Scarcity of all the grades of pine 
boards below No. 2, however, is keeping the 


price up to a point where there are no fears 


of the market weakening. 

The grades known as factory lumber are 
holding fully as strong as at any fime earlier 
in the season, but the use thereof is greatly 
interfered with by labor troubles. Owing to 
these troubles mills are generally closing 
down as rapidly as existing contracts are 
filled. The situation will, it is believed, be- 
come still worse before it shows any im- 

rovement, and the effect will then be para- 
2 on many yards, which will find them- 
selves with large stocks on hand and no par- 
ticular demand for them. Rail receipts of 
lumber for the year to date have increased 
40 per cent over the same period last year, 
while shipments show an increase of only 
17 per cent. 

The wholesale trade in hardwoods in this 
market bids fair to show up for a big spring 
trade, judging from the impetus already im- 


ed the movement of stock. Dealers here

run a machine, which was properly the work 
of a machinist. The correspondent asks 
why he should not be allowed to run a ma- 
chine at §2a day when otherwise he will only 
be able to earn $1.25 a day doing much harder 
work—shoveling coal, for instance—and why 
the owner of the shop should be required te 
8 pay a skilled machinist $3 a day for work 
4 which can be done just as well by a man 
4 worth only $2 a day. It is not surprising 
3 that the correspondent should see nothing 
reasonable in this demand of striking ma- 
4 chinists that he refrain from accepting bet- 
ter wages for lighter work. The object of 
this is to make work for a larger number of 
machinists at the standard scale of wages. 
For the man who calls himself a machinist 
Will not run a machine unless paid the full 
wage, although the work he does is not 
worth it. As a consequence it costs the 
owner of the shop more to produce his goods. 
It all his competitors are in the same plight, 
then consumers have to pay more for their 
goods. If shops in other and rival cities are 
free from stich union regulations, then they 
have a notable advantage over competitors 
with whom the cost of workis greater. This 
particular demand of the machinists 1s selfish 
and unreasonable.

CUT DOWN THE WAR TAXES. 

The Secretary of the Treasury used the 
following language in the report made by 
him to the Senate last January in reply 
to the resolution of inquiry concerning de- 
posits of public funds in certain banks: 

The reason for directing the internal revenue re- 
ceipts into depositary banks at this time is that 
the revenues are now largely exceeding disburse- 
ments from month to month and seem likely to do 
so for an indefinite time. This condition would be 
@ menace to the business world if assurance were 
not given that this surplus would be diverted from 
the Treasury vaults to public depositaries, where, 
while secure to the government, it would remain 
available to business use. 

Nothing has happened since the Secre- 
tary wrote early last January to indicate 
an immediate decrease of the excess of 
revenues over expenditures. The surplus 
for January was $8,800,000, for February 
$7,900,000. It has averaged $180,000 a day 
since July 1 last. The surplus will con- 
tinue to swell until hard times cut down 
federal revenues, until the repeal of un- 
necessary taxes reduces them, or until 
vicious Congressional legislation subsidizes 
every scheme which can hire an active 

The sole objection to an excess of re- 
ceipts over expenditures is not that it 
lessens the total amount of money awail- 
able to public use” by locking up some 
of it in the Treasury vaults, where it can 
be made available only by depositing it 
in one or more banks. There are other 
and more serious objections. One is the 
encouragement a surplus gives to Congres- 
sional wastefulness and raids oh the 
Treasury. Another objection is that if it 
is desirable that*the $8,000,000 of surplus 
revenue collected this month through the 
taxing machinery of the general govern- 
ment should be “ available for public use,” 
then the proper persons to use it are those 
who contributed it. If any profit is to 
be made out of that money the latter are 
the ones who should have it. pee 

The constitution of Pennsylvania, adopt- 
ed in 1776 by a convention of which Ben- 
jamin Franklin was President, had a pro- 
vision that before any law was pa 
to impose a tax “the purpose for which 
any tax is raised ought to appear clearly. 
to the Legislature to be of more service 
to the communjty than the money would 
be if not collected, which, being well ob- 
served, taxes can never be burdens.“ The 
only purpose served by the retention of 
most of the war taxes is the creation of 
a surplus which, if not expended, is de- 


loan it at a profit to themselves. If that 
surplus is expended it is sure to be spent 
wastefully and often in a way which 16 
of no service whatever to the community. 
The true remedy for the evils of a surplus 
revenue is to prevert the growth of the 
surplus by judicious tax reductions. | 


LORD SALISBURY AND THE ROD. 

Pending the diseussion on Saturday last 
in the House of Lords on the youthful of- 
fenders’ bill, which provides for a graduated 
scale of corporal punishment for unruly 
youth instead of imprisonment, the Marquis 
of Salisbury took occasion to express his 
views upon the general subject of flogging 
children. While there are many survivors 
of the time when it was considered that 
the sparing of the rod spoiled the child, who 
will sympathize with the Prime Minister's 
views, the majority of people in this coun- 
try at least will not be inclined to agree 
with him. They will, on the other hand, 
contend that wholesale flogging would lead 
to abuses of authority and bring about 
youthful conditions of depravity much more 
to be dreaded than those which result from 
imprisonment or the gentle application of 
moral suasion. | | 

The Marquis of Salisbury was of opinion 
that there was much silly sentimentality 
in the contention that corporal punishment 
is cruel and inflicts contamination upon 
boys. So far as he knew, all the members 
of the House of Lords had been flogged, 
and he was not aware that any of them 
were contaminated by it. Nor could he 
understand why “the arm of a policeman 
should be more contaminating than the 
arm of a parent.” He believed flogging 
was of great value to the boy flogged and 
of still greater value as a deterrent to others 
by showing them where their evil courses 
may lead them. 

These are the old and familiar arguments 
of believers in the efficacy of corporal pun- 
ishment, but it may well be questioned 
whether the fervor with which they always 
advance them is not born of their own 
recollections of the birch in earlier years 
and the insatiate desire to get even with 
somebody for its frequent application. As 
it was impossible to get even with the 
parents, they naturally feel like getting 
even with the rising generation, just as 
the man who rides the goat in a secret 
initiation is never satisfied until he sees

FORTUNATE PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia may be a slow going city, 
but it should be a happy one. Within six 
months six persons have given or be- 
queathed nearly $8,000,000 to local public 
uses. Mr. P. A. B. ‘Widener set the ball 
rolling last December by giving $2,000,000 
for the purpose of erecting and maintaining 
anindustrial home for crippled children, 
the scheme to be so carried out as not only 
to give them all the comforts of a home 
and proper care when sick, but also a 
practical education which shall fit them to 
go out into the world and care for them- 
selves. Following closely Mr. Widener’s 
splendid gift, Mr. James M. Munyon of 
the same city made a Christmas gift of 
$2,000,000 to charity, the purpose being to 
found and maintain a college and home for 
orphan girls, substantially to do for them 
what Girard College does for orphan boys. 
In addition to these two princely donations 
other Philadelphians have contributed 
nearly three-quarters of a million dollars 
for various purposes. ; 

Philadelphia's good luck does not stop 
with these contributions, The estate of the 
late Thomas W. Evans, the millionaire 
Parisian dentist, has been settled. The 
various suits brought by relatives have been 
withdrawn, and the estate, which was sup- 
posed to amount to $35,000,000, is valued 
at $4,000,000. . In the original wills, one 
for the estate in this country, the other 
for that in France, there were thirty be- 
quests to relatives, which amounted to 
$250,000, the rest being left for public uses. 
By the terms of the settlement about 
$1,000,000 will go to relatives and certain 
Paris institutions and the remaining 
$3,000,000 to the founding and mainte- 
nance of a museum in Philadelphia which 
will bear the testator’s name. The mu- 
seum has already. been incorporated and 
the Thomas W. Evans Museum and Insti- 
tute society of Philadelphia will this week 
receive the money. There is no, other case 
on record where a city has received within

LESSON OF THE LAND SYNDICATE. 

It appears from the story printed yes- 
terday that hundreds of members of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance union in- 
vested to their sorrow in the Woman's Land 
Syndicate, the management of which, to 
say the least, reflects no credit on those 
in charge ot it. 

‘It is probably true that many members 
of the W. C. T. U. were persuaded to 
invest by the fact that leading workers 
in the organization appeared as managers 
of the corporation and as indorsers of its 
plans and policy. Now, as the result of 
sharp practice on the part of some ‘of the 
promoters of the syndicate, in which it 
is not insinuated the officers of the W. 
. T. U. had any part, or of which they 
had any knowledge, hundreds of the mem- 
bers of the organization, who could ill af- 
ford to lose the money, find their invest- 
ments entirely wiped out. 

The lesson would seem to be plain. 
Neither the W. C. T. U. nor any other 
similar organization should allow its of- 
ficers to use their influence or to allow 
the use of their names in the promotion 
of a speculative scheme, no matter how 
apparently certain may appear the chance 
of large profits on the part of investors. 
The person whose name carries with it 
any weight should be as cautious about 
indorsing the enterprises of others as the 
paper of others. He assumes a moral re- 
sponsibility in the first mentioned case, 
though not a pecuniary responsibility. 


ART IN TWO ROOMS, — 

The model of a two-room tenement-house 
that is now being exhibited at the Art 
Institute has esthetic value as well as 
an economical and industrial one. Its fur- 
nishings appeal to the domestic instincts 
of the more exalted housekeepers, and, 
judging from the exclamations heard with- 
in those narrow walls, tenement china is 
a thing to be coveted by connoisseurs and 
collectors. | 
„Of course, the one living-room in this 
limited apartment is a combination affair, 
where kitchen, parlor, and library meet 
in amicable union, The tenement house- 
keeper may turn from the sink to the book 
shelves, from the range to Ruskin, with- 
out leaving the room.

On the contrary, there are simplicity and 
harmony and a complete realization of the 
desire that William Morris was constantly 
endeavoring to instill into the minds of 
both rich and poor, to have nothing in 
a house that is not-either useful or beau- 
tiful.

TOLERANCE IN THE PULPIT. 

Tolerance in the pulpit is coming to be 
the rule rather than the exception, The 
time was when no Presbyterian preacher 
would have allowed a Methodist minister 
to speak in his church, and the same spirit 
prevailed among almost all the sects and 
denominations. Now, happily, the same 
hard and fast lines are no longer drawn. 
It bas become the custom for churches of 
all denominations to unite on Thanksgiving 
day and other special festivals, holding 
union services in each of the several 
churches in turn. . 

Especially striking as marking the growth 
of a catholic and tolerant spirit among 
the churches is the fact that Dr. Hirsch 
of Sinai Temple preached from the pulpit 
of Appleton Chapel at Harvard College 
last week, while on Sunday Miss Jane 
Addams spoke at Sinai Temple on topics 
in which Jew and Gentilé are equally in- 
terested. 

Harvard University welcomes men of all 
creeds, provided only that the message 
they bring is one worthy of a hearing. But 
what, pray, would the New England Puri- 
tans of a hundred years ago have said 
if they had dreamed that within the cen- 
tury a Jewish rabbi was to stand in the 
pulpit of a Congregational chapel\ and 
preach of the truth as he saw it? And 
what would have been the answer of the 
orthodox Jew if he had heen asked to allow 
a woman of the Gentiles to talk in the 
synagogue? 

The indications are many that in the 
battle between the forces of right living, 
marshaled under whatever name, and those 
of wrong, non-essentials are to be more 
and more cast aside, and that on a man’s 
acts rather than his professions must de- 
pend his right to daim a hearing. 


MODEL TENEMENT HOUSES. 

All Chicagoans interested in the present 
movement for the proper housing of the poor 
in this city will find many valuable sugges- 
tions in the article by Jacob A. Riis in last 
Suxpar's TRIBUN R. Mr. Riis speaks both 
as a reformer and as a practical man. His 
tenement-house creed is summed up in the 
phrase, “‘ philanthropy and 5.per cent.” The 
New York movement, of which he has for 
many years been afi active leader, is at 
present checked by a Tammany régime that 
came in on the platform, “To hell with 
reform,” but the fate of the tenement 
death+4rap and disease breeder is already 
sealed. It has been proved beyond recall 
that model tenements—clean, airy, well 
lighted, safe, and sanitary tenements, witb 
room enough to live in, and not merely 
enough to die in—will pay a reasonable per 
cent on the capital invested. The rest 
should be only a matter of time. 

On the one hand stands the greedy advo- 
cate of the old style of foul and deadly 
tenements, who admits that he cares noth- 
ing about crime, contagion, or death rates 
if only he gets from 20 to 40 per cent on 
his capital, and who cynically explains that 
it is good policy to let his buildings run 
down and fall to pieces while the tenants 
die by hundreds of “ tenement-house rot.“ 
On the other oar stand the philanthropic 


capitalists, are satisfied with 5 per cent 
on their investment, and who are now erect- 
ing great blocks of model tenements, with 
rooms at $1 a week, into which the poor 
are flocking as fast as the buildings are 
finished. In the presence of such an object 
lesson not all the vicious tendencies of Tam- 
many rule can prevent the gradual disap- 
pearance of the slum tenement—especially 
with a band of ardent and earnest men 
like Mr. Riis to help the reform along. 

The most striking fact brought out by 
Mr. Riis is the proof that the vile and over- 
| crowded slum tenement is not a necessity, 
but is a direct result of usurious greed on 
the part of unscrupulous landlords. If all 
owners of slum property were content with 
3 or 6 per cent on their money there would 
be no such buildings. The most important 
step toward the legal abolishment of the old 
centers of disease and death is found in the 
recognition of the fact that the city au- 
thorities have the right and power to tear 
down and destroy every such tenement 
when it is known to be a menace to the 
public health and morals. Such power is 
vested in the Chicago Board of Health, but 
it has not thus far been exercised. New 
York and Boston have of late years exer- 
cised this right by destroying hundreds of 
outlawed buildings, and Boston has done 
it without paying the landlords more than 


such a sum as the old buildings would bring. 


as firewood, It will be a salutary thing for 
Chicago owners of buildings liable to be- 
come a public menace to remember that 
the same thing may happen here if things 
are allowed to become too bad. 

- But the best promise of tenement-house 
reform lies in the fine modern structures 
in New York, whose pictures were shown in 
Tue Sunpay Trisuns. Where 325 babies 
in 1,000 died in the worst of the old slum 
tenements, only an ordinary percentage 


new surroundings. Few as the new build- 
ings still are, they have helped to reduce the 
total death rate of New York in a dosen 
years from 26.32 to only 18 in 1,000 annual- 
ly. The moral and esthetic standard of the 
tenants has been raised in equal degree. The 
exhibit of facts made by Mr. Riis amounts 
to a demonstration that the deadly menace 
ot the slum can be abolished om a practical 
business basis. Chicago reformers of slum 
evils cannot do better than to follow the 
lines indicated by him. They are preparing 
to do so. A society is to be organized here 
whose chief object is to be the improvement 
of tenements and their old environment. 
There is a great work for it to do.

Efficiency — Marshall Field & Co.

cigaret is not permitted. This order has 
been issued recently, and in the clerk's office 
has included all smoking. 

Montgomery Ward & Co. have refused to 
employ boys addicted to cigaret smoking, 
and that firm and Marshall Field & Co. pro- 
vide regular bi-monthly lectures upon the 
subject for employés. At the offices of the 
Anti-Cigaret league ſt was said yesterday, in 
discussion of Willis Moore’s order, that the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy ratlroad on 
some of its divisions had forbidden the use 
of the cigaret. 

In the Board of Education the objection to 
the cigaret has been based largely upon the 
odor, while in other offices it is held that the 
smoking prevents the employés from giving 
the firm their best services. The basis for 
Chief Moore’s forbidding the cigaret was 
that it destroyed discipline, and has caused 
some of the best men in the bureau to be- 
come lax. 

A merchant reported to the Anti-Cigaret 
league that he had in his employ seventy- 
five men, of whom eight were habitual smok- 
ers. He said that if the entire force smoked 
as the eight did he would have to doublethe 
number to get the same amount of work. 
It was held that the actual time consumed in 
the making of the eigarets, where the

FAVORS STRIKE AS A REMEDY. 


C. IL. Bonney Declares Statistics Show 
It Wins More Labor Battles than 
Present Court Procedure. 


Considering the state of the courts of law 
as he views them, C. L. Bonney says he is a 
firm believer in the strike. He has sent an 
open letter to the Real Estate board esti- 
mating the relative chances of the working- 
man’s success in fighting his employer by 
strike and through the courts. 8 

The complainants in court, says Mr. Bon- 
ney, win only about 25 per cent of their 
cases. These figures he cites from statistics 
submitted to the American Bar association 
and are based on the number of suits deter- 
mined in all the courts of record through- 
out the United States during 1898. He states 
that in deducing his strike argument from 
these statistics he takes into consideration 
that a large number of suits are started as 
mere “ bluffs.”
